The Mexican troops that have bheen
mobilized on the Guatemnlan fron-
tler to the number of 10,000 would
be retained there and diplomtic re-
lations of the two countries would
be terminated, but there would be
no declaration of war and no hostile
acts on the part of Mexico so long
ns there wng no fresh provocation
by Guatemala. :

Buch a situation would be un-
pleasant, but mnot Intolerable, and
might be terminated In one or two
wiyn—elthor by the breaking ont of
a revolution directed agalnst Cabres
ri's government, or by the declsion
of the latter to yleld to the Mexican
demand for Lima's extradition. The
Guatemalans asserls thut a very act-
Ive junta exists in Mexico, with the
ohjfet of fnancing and starting a
revolution In Guatemala against the
exieting government, and It 1g polnt-
ed out that Genernl Barrillas was
assassinated bocause he was the head
of that junta.
